If you wish to produce conviction, 
you must give men the Word of 
God. I heard a man pray some 
time ago this prayer, “O God, con- 
vict us of sin,” a very good prayer, 
but unless you bring your soul in 
contact with that instrument 
which God has appointed for the 
conviction of sin, you will not have 
conviction of sin. If you wish to 
produce conviction in others, you 
must use the Word to do it. 


Not long ago a fine-looking 
young man came into our inquiry- 
room. I said to him: “Are you a 
Christian?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Why not?” 

“I think Christianity is a first- 
rate thing, but I have not much 
feeling about this.”

I replied: “So, my friend, you 
have not very much conviction of 
sin.

He read, ““Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and

Now here is a strange thing: 


Z You want to do right about one 
“<1 thing instead of doing right about 


other things. Isn’t that strange? 


It is all right to adorn the Gospel, 
as servants are commanded to do 
in Titus 2:9 and 10 by obeying 
their masters, by not talking back 
to the masters and not stealing, 
by showing faithfulness, “that 
they may adorn the doctrine of 
God our Saviour in all things.” 
But to use that Scripture as an 
excuse for disobeying the very 
plain Scriptures is not pleasing to 
God,-I am sure, and I think when 
you think it over and pray about 
it you will see that you have been 
misled. 


You say that God does not want 
you to defend the Gospel. If God 
led you that way, then He is lead- 
ing you against the Bible, and that 
surely is not true. 

Philippians 1:7 says, “Even as it 
is meet for me to think this of you 
all) because I have you in my 
heart; inasmuch as both in my 
bonds, and in the defense and con- 
firmation of the gospel, ye all are 
partakers of my grace.”

Dr. Bill Rice’s Position 
on Billy Graham Issue 


By the Editor 


Most readers of THE SWORD OF 
THE Lorp know that Dr. Bill 
Rice, evangelist, of Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee, is my younger broth- 
er. Although there are seventeen 
years’ difference in our ages, we 
have been very close, both as 
brothers and as evangelists, with 
the same general convictions and 
purposes. Bill served for years, 
without pay, as the head of the 
Staff of Evangelists for the Sword 
of the Lord. He is a member of the 
Board of Directors and contribut- 
ing editor. His articles and ser- 
mons appear in THE Sworp only 
occasionally for the simple rea- 
son that we cannot get him to 
write out messages for us more 
often. His messages are in great 
demand by God’s people. Bill has 
a story-telling charm, a gift for 
friendship, which I greatly ad- 
mire and envy, as do a host of 
God’s men. 


Bill’s unselfish help to ‘THE 
SWoRD OF THE LORD, to our con- 
ferences on revival and soul win- 
ning, his strong convictions and 
his straigh t-from-the-shoulder 
preaching, have my profound re- 
spect. 

Now the question has arisen as 
to whether Dr. Bill Rice takes the 
same stand which THE SWORD OF 
THE LorD takes on the matter of 
yoking up with unbelievers in 
revival. That divisive issue has 
been pressed upon the people by 
Dr. Graham, If everybody con- 
cerned would simply seek to find 
what the Bible teaches about yok- 
ing up with modernists and ene- 
mies of the Bible; then good Chris- 
tians could soon be united. Un- 
fortunately, those who disobey the 
Bible on this matter are not will- 
ing to keep the discussion on this 
basis, trying to find what the Bi- 
ble says and what it means about 
the proper methods of carrying on 
revival work, but instead make 
charges against individuals, start 
rumors, and divide God’s people 
further with personality issues. 
These rumors and charges, alas, 
are sometimes started by Dr. Gra- 
ham’s paid: workers, as has been 
true sometimes in the case of Dr. 
Paul Rees, Rev. George Edstrom, 
and Dr. Ferm, by articles, a book, 
and letters, 

That the issue may be clear to 
all, we say simply we thank God 
for every soul that is saved un- 
der Dr. Graham’s preaching and 
under every other gospel preach- 


-er. We love soul winners and pray 


for them, as we have prayed daily 
for Dr. Graham for ten years. We 
spent some $10,000 worth of space 
boosting him and his campaigns. 
But we find that the Bible plain- 
ly forbids yoking up with unbe- 
lievers, calling wicked people 
brethren, and sending new con- 
verts to infidel churches. That we 
cannot approve. 

Our noble friend, Evangelist Ed 
Nelson, wrote Dr. Bill Rice con- 


ter and ask for you to write me 
giving me a positive statement on 
it so that I can give it to him.’ 

“©. K., you asked me for a 
‘positive’ statement. Let me see 
just how positive a statement I 
can make— 


“I do agree absolutely 100% 
with the stand John Rice has tak- 
en on the Billy Graham issue. 

“T have never in my life be- 
leved or said that John Rice is 
jealous of Billy Graham. 


“I try never to use the word 
‘liar’ when referring to a Christian 
brother. However, I certainly find 
it hard to understand how any 
man could be mistaken on either 
my disagreeing with John Rice or 
my accusing him of jealousy. I 
certainly have done neither. 

“In the October, 1958 issue of 
my paper, The Branding Iron, I 
said: , 

“It is no secret that John Rice 
is a hero to his younger brother, 
Bill. Again and again Dr. Bill 
has said that just about every- 
thing he knows about the Bible, 
prayer, conducting a revival, etc. 
he learned from his older brother. 
Further—on every major matter 
of doctrine and practice the two 
men stand together.’ 

“Further I am a member of the 
Board of Directors of THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD and a contributing 
editor of that paper. Anyone who 
believes I would be willing to re- 
tain this: position while disagree- 
ing on such a vital issue cer- 
tainly doesn’t know me, And any- 
one who believes for a minute that 
John Rice would allow any man 
who disagrees with THE. Sworp 
on so vital an issue to retain this 
position—dead sure doesn’t know 
John Rice! 

“Moreover, as any interested 
person in this issue could and 
should know, I was on the Resolu- 
tions Committee at the December 
26th Chicago meeting. 

“Concerning this same issue I 
wrote an article called “The Witch 
Doctor’ which was published in

“My position on this matter has 
been stated from conference and 
revival platforms all over the 
country and has been stated so 
clearly that any rumor to the 
contrary is entirely and inexcus- 
ably wrong. 

“As for my accusing John Rice 
of jealousy; I am strongly tempt- 
ed to call the one who told that 
a deliberate liar although that is a 
word I try never to use in con- 
nection with any Christian broth- 
er. I believe I know John Rice 
better than any man on earth 
knows him. I know he has never 
been jealous of Billy Graham or 
any other gospel preacher on 
earth. Anyone who knows John 
as intimately as I would know

A President Unrecognized and 
a Saviour Unwanted 


Early last fall, President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower stopped at Mrs. 
Edward M. Medeiros’ vegetable 
stand and inquired how many of 
her pumpkins it would take to 
make a pie. She did not recog- 
nize her customer and _ replied, 
“That depends on how big a pie 
you want.” The President ended 
up buying two pumpkins, several 
baskets of fruit, five or six on- 
ions and then departed, still un- 
recognized. Since that time the 
poor Rhode Island woman has 
been deluged with questions from 
friends and strangers alike want- 
ing to know why she failed to 
recognize America’s No. 1 Citi- 
zen! 


Yet as strange as that seems, 
a much more amazing paradox is 
found in the fact that sinners 
standing in need of help from a 
divine Saviour reject and refuse 
the Lord Jesus Christ! With the 
average lost individual, it is not a 
matter of failing to recognize who 
He is: it is a matter of not.want- 
ing Him. It is deliberate, willful 
rejection. Isaiah 53:3 describes it,

Saviour as saying, “J said there- 
fore unto you, that ye shall die 
in your sins: for if ye believe not 
that I am he, ye shall die in your 
sins.”

that the people at Philippi pleased 
God by being partakers of the 
same grace “in the defence and 
confirmation of the gospel.” So 
to defend the Gospel is right, and 
not wrong. 


Again in Philippians 1:17 Paul 
says that some good people preach 
the Gospel, ““‘But the other of love, 
knowing that I am set for the de- 
fence of the gospel.” Paul was 
set for the defense of the Gospel 
and was willing to go to jail for 
it. And no one has a right to pre- 
tend that he is better than Paul 
on this matter when Paul was set 
for the defense of the Gospel. 


In Jude verse 3 we are told, 
“Beloved, when I gave all dili- 
gence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful 
for me to write unto you, and ex- 
hort you that ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints.” 
So we are commanded “that ye 
should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints.” Now the fact 
that you may have some prefer- 
ence not to contend for the faith 
is not of God. It is of ignorance 
and of bad teaching somewhere. 
And that makes me sad. 

Your letter is just as if some- 
one wrote to me and said, “I be- 
lieve in obeying the command 
against stealing instead of the 
command against murder.” It is 
foolish and wrong to set one com- 
mand of the Bible against another 


or pretend that you are a nicer 
Christian than someone else be- 
cause you only obey part of the 
commands and ignore the rest of 
them. 


I hope and believe that you are 
honest, good Christians and want 
to do right. In that case you will 
search the Bible for yourself and 
you will find out that a good 
Christian has to be true to Christ 
and defend the Gospel. Modernists 
talk that down. Worldly people 
talk that down, but a good Chris- 
tian will obey what Jesus said, 
don’t you think? 

Now I am so sorry to have your 
letter and I hope you-will set out 
to obey all the Scriptures instead 
of just some part that pleases you 
and that pleases worldly and 
modernistic people. 


By the way, I am glad you are 
taking The Herald of His Com- 
ing. It is a good magazine and 
those are good people and my very 
dear friends. And they have writ- 
ten me again and again commend- 
ing me for my _ stand against 
modernism and against yoking up 
with modernism, and they fre- 
quently publish some of my ser- 
mons or articles. So you need not 
think that they are against the 
stand of THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
for Dr. Moore and others have 
told me there repeatedly that they 
endorse my stand.

politically he is standing on. the 
brink of world catastrophe. Men 
of science who understand the 
potential of our engines of de- 
struction are scared. One said to 
me the other day, “Knowing what 
I know, I am glad I am saved.” 
While man sings, drinks, dances, 
gambles and plays his way 
through life, behind the scenes 
our man power, brain power, and 
wealth are all dedicated to weld- 
ing together certain and sure dis- 
aster for the world. 


There is no question as to wheth- 
er this world will suffer untold 
destruction and bloodshed. It is 
only a matter of when. If you 
will read carefully the sixth chap- 
ter of Revelation, you will find 
that in that chapter alone we are 
told that one-fourth of all earth’s 
inhabitants are to be slain. The 
Church is to be gone, at that time, 
thank God! Then in Revelation, 
chapter 9, one-third of all who are 
left are prophesied to be de- 
stroyed. That is half of the popu- 
lation of the world killed, and the 
worst is ahead. Do you doubt 
that in the light of Scripture, the 
only true light, this world is com- 
mitting physical suicide? 

This phase of the world’s mad- 
ness doesn’t bother me as much 
as the spiritual suicide so evident 
on every hand. 


In our text above (John 5:40), 
we have one of the saddest, most 
heart-searching statements. that 
ever fell from the lips of Christ. 
It ranks almost on a par with 
His cry from the cross, “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” The Lord Jesus had tried in 
every way conceivable to man to 
prove His identity, that man 
might believe in Him and live. 
He lived, spoke, and worked as 
no other person had or could. His 
perfect life, authoritative words, 
and miraculous works were proof 
that His credentials were real, 
that He actually was God in flesh. 


Having addressed Himself. to 
the crowd, He saw again the hard- 
ening of hearts, and knew that 
they had rejected Him as Sav- 
iour. It was then, I believe with 
tear-stained face, I believe with 
a voice throbbing with the love 
that sent Him to earth to die, He 
held out His hands and cried, 
“And ye will not come to me, that 
ye might have life.” 

That statement was a trumpet 
blast of condemnation. In that one 
short sentence Jesus Christ ex- 
plained why every soul that per- 
ishes is lost. They are not lost 
because they have to be, neither 
because no provision has_ been 
made for them. They are not lost 
because life has not been prof- 
fered to them. Believe it or not, 
or illogical as it may seem to 
logical minds, the only reason 
souls are lost is because they re- 
ject life. In the full knowledge of 
the consequences, under circum- 
stances conducive to accepting 
Christ, millions today are pre- 
meditatedly, deliberately, with 
calloused hearts, turning from 
Christ as the giver of life and 
committing spiritual suicide. 


At the close of a seven weeks’ 
meeting, I saw a doctor sitting 


in the balcony, a man for whom 
much prayer had been made. He 
was young and talented. His fame 
was fast spreading, and he was 
rapidly becoming one of the most 
popular doctors in the city. An 
usher on the bottom floor was 
interested in this doctor, and 
when the invitation was extended, 
he made his way to the balcony 
and invited his friend to accept 
Christ. After some conversation, 
the doctor pushed by the usher 
and walked down the stairs and 
out of the church, Three years 
later I came back for a meeting, 


and a friend handed me a news- 
paper clipping telling of the doc- 


tor’s death. He had thrown him- 
self under a fast-moving bus the 
day before I arrived. He had nev- 
er been seen in church after_that 
night three years before. He had 
taken to drink and dope and im- 
moral practices that made his 
wife divorce him. In less than 
three years he was reduced from 
a promising physician to a pitiable 
bum. My friend who handed me 
the clipping said, “Fred, he com- 
mitted suicide yesterday.” \ 
I said, “No, he didn’t!” 
He said, “He did, People saw 
him.” 
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WHY People Commit SUICIDE 
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I said, “Yes; he committed sui- 
cide, but not yesterday.” 

He said, “What do you mean?” 

I replied, “‘He committed spirit- 
ual suicide three years ago in the 
balcony of that church when he 
deliberately turned his back on 
the gospel invitation. He took the 
gun of sin and turned it upon his 
soul and committed spiritual sui- 
cide forever.” 

Every Christ-rejecter has some 
excuse for his action, no matter 
how flimsy it might be. I have 
seldom found one, though, who 
will give me the real reason be- 
hind his rejection. As you no 
doubt know, there is a great dif- 
ference between an excuse and 
a reason. Someone has described 
an excuse as the skin of a reason 
stuffed with a lie. It is like hurt- 
ing in one place and grunting in 
another. 

As I have dealt with people, I 
have come to the conclusion that 
the real reasons for rejecting 
Christ could be covered under four 
heads. These are not the excuses 
folk use, such as: 1. I am too big 
a sinner; 2. I have tried and 


dealing with souls, and the blood 
of multitudes will be on the hands 
of earnest men who deceived with 
no intention to do so! 

Let us not be as afraid of not 
getting decisions as getting wrong 
decisions! Satisfied sinners. in 
America need to feel conviction. 
No one can be saved until he 
knows he is lost. Ask yourself 
the question, “Did you ever know 
you were a lost soul on the way 
to Hell?” If not, the possibility 
is that you are not now a saved 
soul on the way to Heaven!

“At the same time came the 
disciples unto Jesus, saying, Who 
is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven? And Jesus called a little 
child unto him, and set him in the 
midst of them, And said, Verily 
I say unto you, Except ye be con- 
verted, and become as little chil- 
dren, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. Whosoever 
therefore shall humble himself as 
this little child, the same is great- 
est in the kingdom of heaven. And 
whoso shall receive one such lit- 
tle child in my name receiveth 
me, But whoso shall offend one 
of these little ones which believe 
in me, it were better for him that

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failed; 3. I am afraid I couldn't 
hold out; 4. There are too many 
hypocrites in the church; 5. I 
don’t believe the Bible; etc. Those 
are all flimsy excuses that can 
easily be met by Scripture, each 
of which can be shown to be a 
reason for accepting Christ rather 
than an excuse not to do so. Let 
me name the four basic reasons 
people are rejecting Christ. 


I. Ignorance of Their Need 


The most pessimistic reader of 
this message would be shocked to 
know how few people in this land 
have actually been born again. 
There is a vast difference in the 
number who think they are saved 
and the number who are actually 
saved! That means, of course, that 
millions are lost who think they 
are saved. 


Many things have contributed 
to this condition. Low standards 


of church membership; the false} 


security given by false preaching 
as to the genuine way of salva- 
tion; the easy believism being 
propagated from so many pulpits; 
the idea that walking an aisle, 
being baptized, receiving commun- 
ion, etc., is tantamount to salva- 
tion, along with many other 
things, have led millions to a false 
security. Listen to the awful 
words of Christ to these deceived 
people. ‘Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven. Many wil! 
say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity” (Matt. 7:21- 
23). g 7 

There is such a desire today to 
get decisions! They are the life- 
blood of so many preachers. They 
are almost the Hooper rating in 
the religious world. It is the num- 
ber of decisions that recommends 
a man to his next church or next 
meeting. With this mad scramble 
for numbers comes the letting 
down of the bars and leads to 
widened invitations and careless 
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a millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depth of the sea.”’—Matt. 
18 :1-6, 

Man is so unwilling to admit his 
need. He thinks it is a sign of 
weakness to go forward on an in- 
vitation to accept Christ, public- 
ly admitting himself to be a sinner 
and in need of salvation. 

Pride sits in the seat with ev- 
ery sinner and at invitation time 
stands by his side and whispers, 
“Look around you. Don’t you 
think you are as good as this 
crowd?” The sinner says, ‘Yes, 
I believe I am.” Then Pride says, 
“Then are you going up there and 
make a spectacle of yourself in 
front of all these people?’ Then 
the sinner will stiffen his old stub- 
born knees and hold up his head 
and stalk out of the meeting to 
his doom, because he was_ too 
proud to admit his need. 

As long as there is one vestige 
of human pride left in the heart 
of a man, it is impossible for him 
to be saved. 

The Pharisee of Luke 18 was 
thanking God he wasn’t like oth- 
ers. While he was comparing him- 
self favorably with others, he 
went to Hell, while the unfavor- 
able ones were saved. The publi- 
can could find nothing to brag 
about. He simply said, “God, be 
merciful to me the sinner.” As 
far as he was concerned, he was 
the only sinner, and certainly the 
worst. is 

There is one leveling place in 
this world, and that is at the foot 
of the cross. There all must come 
as empty-handed beggars with 
nothing to recommend them to 
God, and receive salvation as a 
free gift, bestowed on all unde- 
serving souls who come to Christ 
by faith. Great multitudes of 
proud, haughty, bigoted,  self- 
righteous sinners are lost today, 
and are refusing to accept life on 
Christ’s terms, because of pride. 


III. Love of the World 


“Traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasures more than lov- 
ers of God.”—II Tim. 3:4. 

It is astounding the small value 
some people put on their souls. 
The world is put on one side of 


the balance and Christ on the oth- 
er, and to them the world out- 
weighs Christ so they reject Him 
for some bauble of the world. 

I want to make a shocking 
statement!! I can prove it. Don’t 
jump to conclusions but read the 
rest of the paragraph carefully! 
I know people who would rather 
dance and go to Hell, than to quit 
dancing and go to Heaven! I 
didn’t say you would go to Hell 
if you danced! I didn’t say you 
would go to Heaven if you didn’t! 
I know people who would rather 
dance and go to Hell than not 
dance and go to Heaven, I know 
folk who would rather play cards, 
attend movies, drink’ whiskey, 


amble, commit adultery, and go 


to Hell than not do those things 
and go to Heaven! You say, “How 
do you know? Certainly no one 
ever told you that.” Not in so 
many words, but inadvertently, 
they tell me. 

Let me illustrate. In a small 
Indiana town, a beautiful young 
woman asked to talk to me after 
the service. She had won a “bath- 
ing beauty’ contest and was 
worldly and proud. I knew God’s 
Spirit had dealt with her when 
she wanted to ask questions. Our 
conversation ran something like 
this. She, “I am not going to quit 
dancing.” 

I, “That is all right with me.” 

She, “‘Aren’t you opposed to it?” 

I, “Ordinarily, but in your case, 
it will be O. K.” 

She, “I am not going to quit 
playing bridge either.” 

I, “That is all right, too.” 


She, “I belong to six bridge 
clubs, and I am not going to quit 
a ‘one of them.” 


I, “You ought to organize an- 
other one. You have a vacant day 
on your hands.” 


She, “I am not going to quit. J 
can’t be a Christian and do those 
things, but I am not going to quit 
because I don’t see any harm in 
them.” 


I, “Wait a minute, what 
you just said. You say you can’t 
be a Christian and do _ those 
things?” 

She, “That’s right.” 


I, “Because vou can’t see 
harm in them?” 


She, “That’s right.” 
I, “Then you are a fool!” 
She, ‘“‘What do you mean?” 


I, “I mean you are a fool! Don’t 
you see you are rejecting Christ 
in order to play bridge and 
dance?” 

She, “J am not going to quit.” 

There it is! A confession that 
a little whirl at this world’s emp- 
ty, unsatisfying pleasure meant 
more to her than to be saved. 

How many millions are lost be- 
cause of love of pleasure? How 
foolish all pleasure-mad_ sinners 
will seem when God starts rock- 


any 


ing this world in judgment, amidst. 


the burning of everything above 
and the rocking of everything be- 
neath, and only those who have 
done the will of God abide for- 
ever. Turn from the world and 
its allurements to Christ while 
there is time. Why commit suicide 
for it and then lose it and your 
soul? 


IV. Fear of Man 


“The fear of man bringeth a 
snare ...’—Prov. 29:25. 

“And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell.”’—Matt. 10:28. 


If asked to name the category 
of sinners who head the list of 
those who will be in Hell, I imag- 
ine the average person would be 
a long time getting to the right 
one. Revelation 21:8 gives the list, 
and strangely, the “fearful” head 
the list. 4 


Of what are people afraid? Men 
on jobs, afraid of being called 
names; young men, afraid to face 
the gang as a Christian; women, 
afraid to be cut off from the so- 
ciety of women in clubs, etce.; 
girls, afraid to be unpopular with 
boys; business men, afraid to try 
to compete with the world as a 
Christian! Social pressures, such 
as the desire for job advancements 
and recognition, lay the cold hand 
of fear on thousands of hearts 
and cause men, women and young 
people to turn their backs on 
Christ. 


I have seen many an emotional 
battle lost in a service, when one 
was on the verge of accepting 


‘turn 


Christ, because of cowardice! The 
knees turn to water, a yellow 
streak shows up, and men with 
courage to face enemy guns on 
the battlefield prove themselves 
not courageous enough to turn to 
Christ. 


In our text, Jesus Christ takes 
the blood of the world off His 
hands and throws it upon the 
world’s own soul. “Ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life.” In John 6:37, He says, “Him 
that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” He still holds out 
life! What will you choose—life in 
Him or death by your rejection of 
Him? Accept Him now! 


Your Reason for Soul Suicide 


Dear reader, you have read the 
strong sermon by Dr. Fred Brown. 
Now a word from the editor. 
What is your reason for rejecting 
Christ, for remaining unsaved, for 
going on to eternal death? What 
is your reason for soul suicide? 
Is it ignorance of your need?

not long before we were kneeling, 
and he was asking God for mercy 
through Christ. 


2. The Word of God Has 
Power to Regenerate 


In I Peter 1:23 we read, 

“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever.” 

In James 1:18 we read, 

“Of his own will begat he us 
with the word of truth, that we 
should be a kind of firstfruits of 
his creatures.” 

If you wish to be born again, the 
way is very simple. Take the Word 
of God concerning Christ crucified 
and risen, and drop it into your 
heart by meditation upon it. Look 
to God by His Holy Spirit to 
quicken it, believe it with the 
heart, and the work is done. If you 
wish to see someone else born 
again, give him the Word of God. 
The process of regeneration on our 
side is the simplest thing in the 
world. On God’s side it is myster- 
ious, but with that we have noth- 
ing to do. The process is simply 
this: the human heart is the soil; 
you and I are sowers; the Word of 
God is the seed which we drop into 
that soil. God quickens it by His

The Power of the Word of God 


Holy Spirit and gives the increase 
(I Cor. 3:6). The heart closes 
around the Word by faith, and the 
new life is the product. The new 
birth is simply the impartation of 
a new nature, the impartation of 
God’s nature. 
But how are we made partakers 
of God’s nature? Read II Peter 
1:4 (R.V.) and the context: 
“That through these [exceeding 


jgreat and precious promises] ye 


may become partakers of the di- 
vine nature.” That is all there is 
to it. The Word of God is the seed 
out of which the divine nature 
springs up in the human soul. 


3. The Word of God Has 
Power to Produce Faith 

In Romans 10:17 we read, 

“So then faith cometh by hear- 


ing, and Rearing by the word of 
God.” 


You can never get faith by 


merely praying; you can never get 
it by any effort of the will; you 
| can never get it by trying to pump 
it up in any way. Faith is the 
product of a certain cause, and 
that cause is the Word of God. It 
is so, for example, with saving 
faith. Suppose you want a man to 
have saving faith. Simply give him 
something definite from God’s 
Word upon which he can rest. The 
Philippian jailer asked, “Sirs, 
what must I do to be saved?” 
(Acts 16:30), and Paul answered, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house” (Acts 16:31). But Paul did 
not stop there. Read verse 32, 
“And they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house.’ They did not 
merely tell the Philippian jailer to 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and then leave him there flounder- 
ing in the dark without giving him 
something to believe, or something 
for his faith to rest upon. They 
gave that which God has ordained 
to produce faith. 


It is at this point that we often 


make a mistake. We tell people, 
“Believe, believe, believe,’ but do 
not show them how, do not give 
them anything definite to believe. 
The biblical way and the intelli- 
gent way is, when you tell a man 
to believe, to give him something 
to believe. Give him, for example, 
Isaiah 53:6, and thus hold up 
Christ crucified; or, give him I 
Peter 2:24. Here he has something 
for his faith to rest upon. Faith 
must have a foundation. Faith can- 
not float in thin air. It is pitiable 
to see men told to believe, to he- 
lieve, to believe—and then give 
nothing to rest their faith upon. 

Not only saving faith comes 
through the Word of God, but. pre- 
vailing faith in prayer does also. 
Suppose I read Mark 11:24, “What 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them.” I used to 
say, “The way to get anything I 
want is to believe I am going to 
get it.” I would kneel down and 
pray and try to believe, but I did 
not get the things that I asked for.

John Adams, second Presi- 
dent of the United States, was 
the son of a grocer of very 
moderate means. The only 
start he had was a good edu- 
cation. 


“Andrew Jackson was born 
in a log hut in North Caro- 
lina, and was reared in the 
pine woods for which the 
state is famous. 


James K. Polk spent the 
earlier years of his life help- 
ing to dig a living out of:a 
new farm in North-Carolina.

The Power of the Word of God 


(Continued from page 8) 


T had no real faith. Real faith 
must have a warrant. Before I can 
truly believe I am to receive what 
I ask, I must have a definite prom- 
ise of God’s Word, or a definite 
leading of the Holy Spirit, to rest 
my faith upon. 

What, then, shall we do? We 
come into God’s presence. There is 
something we desire. Now the 
question is, Is there any promise 
in God’s Word regarding this 
which we desire? We look into the 
Word of God and find the promise. 
All we have to do is to spread that 
promise out before God. For ex- 
ample, we say: “Heavenly Father, 
we desire the Holy Spirit. Thou 
hast said in Thy Word, ‘If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?’ And Thou 
hast said again in Acts 2:39 that 
‘the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.’ I am a called 
man; I am a saved man. And here 
I have Your word for it. You have 
promised it. I ask Thee now to fill 
me with the Holy Spirit.’”’ We then 
take I John 5:14, 15, and say, 
“Father, this is the confidence I 
have in Thee, that, if I ask any- 
thing according to Thy will—and 
T know that this.is according to 
Thy will—Thou hearest me, and, if 
I know that Thou hearest me, I 
know that I have the petition that 
I have asked of Thee.” Then I rise 
up, standing upon this promise of 
God, and say, “It is mine.” And it 
will be mine. The only way to have 
a faith that prevails in prayer is 
to study your Bible, and know the 
promises, and lay them before God 
when you pray. George Mueller is 
one of the mightiest men of prayer 
in this century. But he always 
prepares for prayer by studying 
the Word (John 15:7). 

It is just the same with the faith 
that we desire instead of doubt. 
This also comes by the Word of 
God. Suppose you have a skeptic 
to deal with, and you wish that 
man to have faith. What will you 
do with him? Give him a book on 
Christian evidences? I have noth- 
ing to say against books on Chris- 
tian evidences. But there is an in- 
spired Book on Christian evidences, 
and it is worth all the librar- 
ies ever written on this subject. 
Turn to John 20:31, “But these 
are written, that ye might believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and that believing ye 
might have life through his name.” 
Clearly, then, this Book of John 
was given that, through what is 
“written” therein, men “might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God; and that believing 
they might have life through his 
name.” The Gospel of John is an 
inspired book on Christian eviden- 
ces. What, then, shall we do with 
ourselves if we are skeptics? What 
shall we do with others? First, 
find out whether their will is sur- 
rendered or not. “If any man will- 
eth ‘to do his will, he shall know of 
the teaching, whether it is of God, 
or whether I speak from myself” 
(John 7:17, R.V.). After the will 
is surrendered, just say, “Take this 
book and read it thoughtfully and 
honestly and come back and tell 
me the result.” The result is ab- 
solutely sure. 

There is no man, agnostic, in- 
fidel, or whatever you please, 
whose will is surrendered to the 
truth, who will take this Book to 
God and ask Him to give him 
light, who will not come out be- 
lieving in Jesus as the Christ, the 
Son of God. I have tried this with 
I know not how many men and 
women, and there has never been 
one exception to the rule laid 
down by Christ. It has always 
come out the same way. 


The faith that gets the victory 
over the world, the flesh, and the 
Devil; the faith that wins mighty 
victories for God, is also through 
the Word. (I John 5:4; Eph. 6:16; 
Heb. 11:33, 34). 

Very early in my ministry I 
read a sermon by Mr. Moody. In it 
there was something to the effect 
that a man would not amount to 
anything if he had not faith. I 
said, “That sermon is true. I must 
have faith.” I went to work and 
tried to work up faith. I did not 
succeed a bit. The more I tried to 
work up faith, the less I had. But 
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one day I ran acros this text, “So 
then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God” 
(Rom, 10:17), and I had learned 
the great secret of faith, one of the 
greatest secrets I have ever 
learned. I commenced to feed my 
faith on the Word of God; and as 
I have thus fed it, it has kept 
on growing from that day to this. 
So in every aspect we see that 
faith cometh by hearing, and hear- 
ing by the Word of God. If we are 
to have faith—and if we are to 
have power for God, we must have 
faith—we must feed steadily, 
largely, daily upon the Word of 
God. 


4, The Word of God Has 
Power to Cleanse 

In Ephesians 5:25, 26, we read, 

“Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; 
that he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water by 
the word.’ 

The Word of God has power not 
only to take impurity out of the 
heart, but to cleanse the outward 
life as well. If you wish a clean 
outward life, you must wash often 
by- bringing your life in contact 
with the Word of God. If one lives 
in a city whose atmosphere is pol- 
luted with smoke, when he goes 
into the street his hands will be- 
come black. He must wash fre- 
quently if he wishes to keep clean. 
We all live in a world whose at- 
mosphere is polluted, a very dirty 
world. As we go out from day to 
day and come in contact with this 
dirty world, there is absolutely 
only one way to keep clean, and 
that is by taking frequent baths in 
the Word of God. You must bathe 
every day, and take plenty of time 
to do it. A. daily, prolonged, 
thoughtful bath in the Word of 
God is the only thing that will 
keep a life clean (Ps. 119:9). 


5. The Word of God Has 
Power to Build Up 


In Acts 20:32 we read, 

“T commend you to God, and to 
the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up.” 

We hear a great deal in these 
days about character-building. The 
Word of God is that by which we 
must carry it on if it is to be done 
right. In II Peter 1:5-7 we have a 
picture of a seven-story-and-base- 
ment Christian. The great trouble 
today is we have so many one- 
story Christians, and the reason is 
neglect of the Word. 

In I Peter 2:2 we have a similar 
thought expressed under a differ- 
ent figure, ““As newborn babes, de- 
sire the sincere milk of the word, 
that ye may grow thereby.” If we 
are to grow, we must have whole- 
some, nutritious food and plenty of 
it. The only spiritual food that 
contains all the elements neces- 
sary for symmetrical Christian 
erowth is the Word of God. A 
Christian can no more grow as he 
ought without feeding frequently, 
regularly, and largely upon the 
Word of God, than a baby can 
grow as he ought without proper 
nutriment, 


6. The Word of God Has 
Power to Make Wise 


Psalm 119:130 is worthy of the 
most careful attention, 


“The entrance of thy words giv- 
eth light; it giveth understanding 
unto the simple.” 

There is more wisdom in the 
Bible than there is in all the other 
literature of the ages. The one 
who studies the Bible, if he does 
not study any other book, will 
know more of real wisdom—wis- 
dom that counts for eternity as 
well as time, wisdom that this per- 
ishing world needs to know, wis- 
dom for which hungry hearts are 
starving today—than the man who. 
reads every other book and neg- 
lects his Bible. The man who stu- 
dies the Bible and neglects all 
other books will be wiser than the 
man who studies all other books 
and neglects the Bible. The man 
who studies the Bible will have 
more to say that is worth saying, 
and that wise people wish to hear, 
than any man who studies every- 
thing else and neglects the one 
Book. : 

This has been illustrated over 


and over again in the history of 
the church. The men who have 


greatly affected the spiritual his- 
tory of this world, the men who 
have brought about great reforma- 
tions in morals and doctrine, the 
men whom others have flocked 
to hear and upon whose words 
people have hung, have been Bi- 
ble men in every instance, and in 
many cases they knew little be- 
side the Bible. I have seen men 
and women without culture, who 
have had almost no advantages in 
school, but who knew their Bibles; 
and I would rather sit at their 
feet and learn the wisdom that 
falls from their lips, than listen 
to the man who knows much 
about philosophy and science and 
theology even, and does not know 
anything about the Word of God. 
There is wonderful force in the 
words of Paul to Timothy, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness: 
That the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly [the Revised Ver- 
sion says “completely” | furnished 
unto all good works” (II Tim. 3: 
16, 17). Through what? Through 
the study of the Book. 


7. The Word of God Has 
Power to Give Assurance 
of Eternal Life 


In I John 5:13, R. V., we read, 

“These things have I written 
unto you, that ye may know that 
ye have eternal life, even unto you 
that believe on the name of the 
Son of God.” 


That is, the assurance of eternal 
life comes through what is “writ- 
ten.” Suppose one has not assur- 
ance of salvation, what shall we 
do? Tell him to pray until he 
gets it? Not at all. Take him to 
some such passage as John 3:36: 
“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life.’”’ Hold him 
right to that point until he takes 
God’s Word for it, and then is 
sure that he has everlasting life 
because he believes on the Son, 
and because God says that ‘he 
that believeth on the Son HATH 
everlasting life.” 


8. The Word of God Has 
Power to Bring Peace 
Into the Heart 


In Psalm 85:8 we read, 


“T will hear what God the Lord 
will speak: for he will speak peace 
unto his people, and to his saints.’ 

There are many people looking 
for peace today, longing for peace, 
praying for peace. But deep peace 
of heart comes from the study of 
the Word of God. There is, for 
example, one passage in the Bible 
which, if we feed upon it daily 
until it really gets into our hearts 
and gets hold of us, will banish all 
anxiety forever. It is Romans 8: 
28, ““And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose.” Nothing can come to us 
that is not one of the “all things.”’ 
If we really believe this passage, 
and it really takes hold upon us, 
whatever comes, it will not dis- 
turb our peace. 


9. The Word of God Has 
Power to Produce Joy 


Jeremiah says in chapter 15, 
verse 16, 

“Thy words were found, and I 
did eat them; and thy word was 


unto me the joy and rejoicing of 
mine heart.” 

And Jesus said in John 15:11, 

“These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might re- 
man m you, and that your joy 
might be full.” 

Clearly, then, fullness of joy 
comes through the Word of God. 
There is no joy on this earth from 
any worldly source like the joy 
that kindles and glows in the 
heart of a believer in Jesus Christ 
as he feeds upon the Word of God, 
and as the Word of God is brought 
home to his heart by the power of 
the Holy Spirit. 


10. Patience, Comfort, and 
Hope Also Come Through 
the Word of God 

Romans 15:4 says, 

“For whatsoever things were 
written aforetime were written 
for our learning, that we through 


patience and comfort of the scrip-* 


tures might have hope.” 


11. Finally, the Word of God 
Has Power to Protect From 
Error and Sin 


In Acts 20:29-32, the Apostle 
Paul warned the elders at Ephe- 
sus of the errors that would creep 
in among them, and he commend- 
ed them, in closing, ‘‘to God and 
to the word of his grace.” In a 
similar way, Paul, writing to Tim- 
othy, the bishop of the same 
church, said: 


“But evil men and seducers 
shall wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving, and being deceived. But 
continue thou in the things which 
thou hast learned and hast been 
assured of, knowing of whom thou 
hast learned them; And that from 
a chiid thou hast known the holy 
scrivtures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation 
through faithrhich is in Christ 
Jesus.”—II Tim. 3:13-15. 

The one who feeds constantly 
on the Word of Ged is. proof 
against the multiplying errors of 
the day. It is simple neglect of 
the Word that has left so many 
a prey to the many false doctrines 
that the Devil, in his subtlety, is 
endeavoring to insinuate into the 
church of Christ today. And the 
Word of God has not only power 
to protect from error, but from 
sin as well. In Psalm 119:11 we 
read: “Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.’”’ The man who feeds 
daily on the Word of God will be 
proof against the temptations of 


the Devil. Any day we neglect to 
feed on the Word of God, we leave 
an open door through which Satan 
is sure to enter into our hearts 
and lives. Even the Son of Ged 
Himself met and overcame the 
temptations of the adversary by 
the Scriptures. To each of Satan’s 
temptations, He replied, “It is 
written” (Matt. 4:4, 7, 10). Satan 
left the field completely van- 
quished. 


It is evident from .wnat has 
been said that the first step to- 
ward obtaining fullness of power 
in Christian life and service is the 
study of the Word. There can be 
no fullness of power in life and 
service if the Bible is neglected, 
In much that is now written on 
power, also in much that is said 
in conventions, this fact is over- 
looked. The work of the Holy 
Spirit is~magnified, but the in- 
strument through which the Holy 
Spirit works is largely forgotten. 
The result is transient enthusiasm 
and activity, but no steady con- 
tinuance and increase in power 
and usefulness. 

We cannot obtain power, and 
we cannot maintain power, in our 
own: lives, and in our work for 
others, unless there is deep and 
frequent meditation upon the 
Word of God. If our leaf is not 
to wither and whatsoever we do 
is to prosper, our delight must be 
in the law of the Lord and we 
must meditate therein day and 
night: (Ps: 1:2, 3). Of. course, it 
is much easier, and therefore 
much more agreeable to our spirit- 
ual laziness, to go to a conven- 
tion or revival meeting, and claim 
a “filling with the Holy Spirit,” 
than it is to peg along day after 
day, month after month, year af- 
ter year, digging into the Word 
of God. But a “filling with the 
Spirit” that is not maintained by 
persistent study of the Word will 
soon vanish. It is well to bear in 
mind that precisely the results 
which Paul in one place ascribes 
to being “filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph. 5:18-22), he in another 
place ascribes to letting “the word 
of Christ dwell in you richly” 
(Col, 3:16-18). Evidently Paul 
knew of no filling with the Holy 
Spirit divorced from deep and 
constant meditation upon the 
Word. To sum all up, anyone who 
wishes to obtain and maintain 
fullness of power in Christian life 
and service must feed constantly 
upon the Word of God.

thought to the obedience of 
Christ” (II Cor. 10:5). May God 
give us many more of their kind! 

God repeatedly warns us against 
fearing men, things, or other gods. 
Concerning other so-called gods, 
He commanded, ‘“Thou shalt NOT 
bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them .. .” (Exod. 20:5). 
Concerning the crowd, He warned, 
“Thou shalt not follow a multi- 
tude to do evil; neither shalt thou 
speak in a cause to decline after a 
multitude to wrest judgment” 
(Exod. 23:2). 


The Septuagint version is clear- 
er here: “Thou shalt not associ- 
ate with the multitude for evil, 
thou shalt not join thyself with a 
multitude to turn aside with the 
majority so as to shut out judg- 
ment.” It is easy to go with the 
crowd and to side with the ma- 
jority. But God commands us not 
to do it; i. e. when they are in 
the wrong. 

We are not to be afraid to 
cross them, even though great 
dignitaries align themselves 
against us. “Thou therefore gird 
up thy loins, and arise, and speak 
unto them ALL THAT I COM- 
MAND THEE: be not dismayed 
at their faces, lest I confound thee 
before them. For behold I have 
made thee this day a fenced city, 
and an iron pillar, and brazen 
walls against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, and 
against THE PEOPLE of the 
land. And they shall FIGHT 
against thee; but they shall not 
PREVAIL against thee; for I 
AM WITH THEE, saith the Lord, 
to deliver thee’ (Jer. 1:17-19). 


“The fear of man bringeth a 
snare” (Prov. 29:25). The very 
moment we begin to fear men, or 
defer to their worldly opinions, 
we are trapped and defeated. Like 
Peter, we take our eyes off of 
Jesus; and, looking at the raging 
waves, we begin to sink. The Lord 
warned Jeremiah, “Be not afraid 
of their faces, lest I confound thee 
before them.” The marginal rend- 
ering is, “lest I break thee to 
pieces.”’ This explains a great deal 
of what we call “stage fright.” 
A person who rises to speak, testi- 
fy or witness, and gets his eyes 
on the crowd instead of God, will 
break down in confusion. 


This fear of men is not always, 
nor most often, the fear of perse- 
cution. In America, we are prac- 
tically free from bodily persecu- 
tion. But there are other, and very 
subtle, persecutions much dread- 
ed by some. They fear loss of 
esteem if they espouse Christ or 
His cause. They fear loss of in- 
fluence or social standing. Some 
fear ridicule or loss of a job. Oth- 
ers fear that their intelligence 
rating may suffer or that they 
may suffer various reprisals. And 
some fear they will be counted as 
religious gnobs or biggots, and 
“righteous over much.” But, what- 
ever the fear may be, they sell 
out Christ to the crowd, and obey 
the crowd rather than God. 


In the Scriptures, there are sev- 
eral notable examples of men who 
feared the crowd rather than God, 
and the tragic consequences are 
recorded for our admonition. Wit-

ness, then, the following instances 
of this kind of fear: 


I, Saul, the King of Israel, 
Feared the People, and 
Obeyed Their Voice 


When Samuel demanded of 
Saul why he had not destroyed the 
Amalekites and their sheep and 
oxen, as God had commanded him 
to do, Saul replied, “I have sinned, 
for I have transgressed the com- 
mandment of the Lord, and thy 
words; because I FEARED THE 
PEOPLE and obeyed their voice” 
(I Sam. 15:24). Saul was a phys- 
ical giant, a mighty man of war, 
and a great king, but in a coward- 
ly way he feared the people and 
cringed before them. 

Instead of leading the people, as 
it was hits duty and privilege to 
do, he suffered himself to be led 
by them. Instead of rtling, he was 
ruled. Instead of fearing God, he 
feared and obeyed the people. In- 
stead of acting the king, he acted 
the subject—and let them dictate 
his course! 


Have you abdicated your throne 
because of the fear of man? God 
wants His people to wield the 
scepter of power and influence 
over men. But have you weakly 
and tamely yielded your place and 
position to the crowd, and let 
them play the king over you? 

Notice the tragic results of 
Saul’s fear. (1). He lost his throne. 
I hdve seen great spiritual kings 
(mighty preachers) toppled from 
their thrones and put on the shelf. 
There is nothing sadder. Nothing 
delights the Devil more, or gives 
the enemies of the cross more oc- 
casion to blaspheme, 


(2). He lost communion with 
God. When he inquired of the 
Lord, the Lord answered him not 
(1 Sam. 28:6). In following the 
crowd, he had lost contact with 
the Lord. They were no longer 
on speaking terms. 


(3). He lost his life in disgrace. 
Sometimes the Lord actually 
takes the ‘tes of His disobedient 
servants in chastisement for their 
sins (See I Cor. 5:1-5 and 11:29, 
30). “Sleep,” in the latter pas- 
sage, means death, But whether 
they lose their lives or not, those 
who compromise with the crowd 
are as good as dead spiritually. 
Saul slew himself (I Sam. 31:4). 
A disobedient servant of God kills 
his own spiritual life and influ- 
ence. 


(4). He lost his head—literally 
as well as figuratively (I Sam, 31: 
9). He lost his head, became 


| frightened and obeyed the crowd. 


Later, he lost his head to his ene- 


mies, the Philistines. God cut off — 


the head of Israel (Saul) from 


‘| the throne, and the Philistines eut 


off Saul’s head from his body. Is- 
rael and Saul were decapitated. 
When God cuts a man off, the 
world cuts him off too. When he 
loses power with God, he loses 
power over men.

they ... stripped off his armor” 
(I Sam. 31:9). The disobedient, 
compromising servant of God is 
laid bare before his enemies. God 
does not offer you _ protection 
when you go in the ways of sin. 
Saul lost his armor in the house 
of heathen idols. How many there 
are today who lose their armor in 
the house of sin and pleasure! 


(6). Last of all, he lost his good 
name. His disgrace and fall were 
published throughout the land of 
the heathen (I Sam. 31:9). Noth- 
ing makes the headlines in the 
Devil’s newspaper more than the 
failures, cOmpromises, sins and 
disgraces of the people of God. 
His dead body was hung in a 
heathen temple as “Exhibit Num- 
ber One” of their great. victory. 
Look upon that wall, my friends, 
and see the bitter consequences 
of fearing the crowd and obeying 
their voice! 


The days of slavery are not 
over. All about us are teeming 
multitudes of slaves, men and 
women who servily bow and 
scrape before their masters. Fash- 
ion cracks the whip and they fall 
prostrate like the subjects of an 
Eastern monarch. Who dares to 
disobey this modern despot? This 
female sovereign decrees a “sack,” 
and what happens? Every woman 
is in the bag! It may be ridicu- 
lous, but what of it? Fashion has 
ordered it. 


In like manner, “science” lays 
down certain ultimatums and cer- 
tain pronouncements; and some 
“enlightened theologians” scurry 
about to reconcile Scripture with 
the eonclusions of ‘“‘science falsely 
so-called.” Many a Christian and 
many a preacher ‘fears’ to be 
thought unscientific, and make 
unnecessary concessions to man’s 
opinions. But, whether it be Fash- 
ion, Science or Society that cracks 
the whip, it is the power of the 
CROWD, and we must not fear 
them. Let us be sure we are right 
according to God’s blessed Word, 
and we need not fear any man, 
any group, or any system, 


II, Pilate Feared the People, 
and Had Jesus Crucified 


Pilate was not hostile toward 
Christ. He insisted again and 
again that He was innocent, and 
that there was no cause of death 
in him. He wanted to set him free. 
“Pilate therefore, willing (Greek, 
thelon, desiring, purposing) to re- 
lease Jesus, spake again to them. 
But they cried, saying, Crucify 
Him, crucify Him... And the 
VOICES of them and of the chief 
priests PREVAILED.” 


Pilate was afraid. He was afraid 
of the ranting Jewish rabble. He 
was afraid of his job. They made 
him think that his loyalty to Cae- 
sar required him to crucify this 
presumed pretender to Caesar’s 
throne. It was not reason or jus- 
tice that prevailed, but the voices 
of the mob. Like Saul, Pilate (who 
should have ruled according to 
justice) feared the peaple and 
obeyed their voice. Though Gover- 
nor by title, he did not govern 
that day, but became a mere pup- 
pet or rubber stamp in the hands 
of the crafty priests, and was 
governed by their whim. 


He had not the courage of his 
convictions. Though supposed to 
be one of Rome’s mighty men, he 
was a coward at heart. He might 
have set an example of justice 
for all time to come, At the risk 
of his own life and job, he could 
have insisted on a righteous sen- 
tence. Instead of condemning Je- 
sus, he should have espoused His 
cause and trusted Him then and 
there. But Pilate, though he nev- 
er dreamed it, was himself on trial 
that day. He was tested and tried 
—and found wanting. He was 
found to be corrupt and, like Ju- 
das, became a cowardly betrayer 
of Christ. 

According to Eusebius and oth- 
er authorities, Pilate committed 
suicide. If so, then he was like 
Saul both in fearing the crowd 
and ultimately taking his own 


life. The man who fears the crowd 


is headed toward self-destruction, 
either physical or spiritual or 
both. 

An old legend says that Pilate’s 
body was taken to the Alpine 
mountain called Mount Pilatus, 
and sunk in a deep pool on its top. 
It caused great commotion in the 
waters. Every year, on Good Fri- 


day, the legend runs, the Devil 
takes him out of the pool and sets 
him upon a throne, where he sits 
—WASHING HIS HANDS. 


The particular sin that Pilate 
would wash away was committed 
under pressure, committed be- 
cause he feared the adverse opin- 
ions or retaliations of men. Do 
not be guilty of such a sin, for 
you cannot wash it out. Do not 
listen to the voices of your ene- 
mies or your friends instead of 
the voice of God. It is often as 
fatal to listen to your friends and 
loved ones as it is to listen to your 
enemies, for “a man’s foes shall 
be they of his own household” 
(Matt. 10:36). 

Someone has written, “Many a 
sin is committed that friendship 
is expected to justify. It is not 
exactly what we would have done 
if we had been left to ourselves 
to decide, but, under the circum- 
stances, we could not see what else 
to do. Rather than to be disoblig- 
ing, rather than be thought puri- 
tanical or ‘righteous over much,’ 
we yield, waive the obligation to 


crowd, it took only a look from 
Christ to break his heart and to 
fill him with bitter remorse. And 
he wept bitterly. Saul and Pilate 
did not repent, so far as we know, 
but Peter did. This same Peter 
later became Cephas the stone. No 
longer did he fear that the. crowd 
would oppose and crucify him, but 
according to tradition he not only 
suffered crucifixion by the crowd, 
but, at his own request, he was 
crucified upside down—because he 
did not feel worthy to be crucified 
in the same: manner as his Lord! 


Peter was suffered to fall tem- 
porarily to teach him the all-im- 
portant lesson not to trust m 
Peter. All the brag was taken out 
of him forever. He no longer glo- 
ried in Peter but in Christ. No man 
can face the crowd in his own 
strength. It takes supernatural 
power to witness to the crowd or 
to an individual about the things 
of God. The reason so little wit- 
nessing is done is that it takes a 
vast amount of courage which 
most people do not have. 


Did you ever notice that God’s 
answer to man’s need of courage 
to face men is’ the Holy Spirit 
Himself? Christ told His disci- 
ples, “Ye shall receive POWER 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
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A group of people were climbing the Alps. Two men tried to go 
higher than the rest and were lost forever. Their friends said: ““When 
last seen they were going toward the heights.’’ Oh, if that could be 
said of every adventure in our lives! Success means to strive con- 
stantly, to insist on seeing the invisible, and in spite of clouds and 
barriers, to keep on toward the heights. 


conscience in favor of the desire] 


to oblige a friend, and charge the 
debt of conscience to the score of 
kind feeling. But it is at bottom 
a question of allegiance. The Lord 
asks an undivided heart, and we 
have no right to betray Him in 
the house of our friends. It is a 
question of loyalty. To please 
them, would we displease Him? If 
so, we are not His followers but 
theirs. No man can obey two mas- 
ters. Solomon’s building heathen 
shrines to oblige heathen wives 
was heathenism pure and simple— 
idolatry root and branch. To neg- 
lect a duty, to compromise a 
principle, to pull down colors, to 
do a little wrong RATHER THAN 
BE THOUGHT A RELIGIOUS 
PRIG, BIGOTED, OR AT LEAST 
PECULIAR, is a great tempta- 
tion, but THEN is the time for 
the uncompromising, the ‘ever- 
lasting No!’ to ring from us. 
Friendship that calls for disloy- 
alty to God needs either destruc- 
tion or reconstruction” (Maltbie 
D. Babcock). 


Ill, Peter Feared the Crowd 
and Shamefully Denied 
His Lord 


The man Peter, who seemed to 
fear no man or thing, was so 
cowed by the crowd that he de- 
nied Christ before a mere servant 
girl. He had _ blustered that 
though all should forsake Him, 
he would never do so. It was he 
who drew his sword and cut off 
the ear of the high priest’s servant. 
And if Christ had not stopped 
him, he would no doubt have 
slain many of Christ’s enemies. 
Many times in the past he had 
been the most forward, the most 
courageous of all Christ’s disci- 
ples. 


And yet he met his match. The 
crowd bluffed him and made him 
retreat in ignoble defeat. And to 
cover up his cowardice, he even 
put on a bold, swaggering front, 
and swore roundly—just to prove 
he was as godless as the rest of 
them! (Oh, the shame of it when 
Christians get so mixed up in the 
wrong crowd that they even cover 
themselves with dirt so that they 
will not stand out against their 
dirty environment!) World-associ- 
ation always leads to world-con- 
formity. When you mix with them, 
you have to fight for them and 
not against them. When you adopt 
their companionship and move in 
their circles, you will find that 
you have to adopt their ways and 
their language. 

But Peter was not in the same 
class with Saul and Pilate. 
Though he temporarily played the 
coward and cringed before the 
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upon you: and ye shall be WIT- 
NESSES unto me” (Acts 1:8). It 
takes power to face men _ in 
Christ’s name, and the Holy Spirit 
is the one and only source of that 
power. Do you have that- power? 
If not, then sooner or later you 
will go down before the crowd. 

But perhaps you have already 
got the victory over the worldly 
crowd, and you do not fear or 
flinch to preach to many or few. 
Have you also got the victory over 
the religious crowd? Peter, 
though he was cured of world- 
fear, yet found himself subject to 
fear in respect to the religious 
crowd, Paul reports this concern- 
ing him, “But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him 
to the face, because he was to 
be blamed. For before that certain 
came from James, he did eat with 
the Gentiles: but when THEY 
were come, he withdrew and sep- 
arated himself, FEARING THEM 
WHICH WERE OF THE CIR- 
CUMCISION (Gal. 2:11, 12). — 

Many a preacher today fears 
the religious crowd and virtually 
denies Christ by suppression O6f 
the truth, giving lip service to 
that which he does not agree with, 
and by commending or excusing 
unscriptural men and programs. 
He fears unpopularity. He fears 
the loss of his position. He fears 
denominational reprisal. He fears 
to be thought a crank, or an old 
fogy. If even Peter, the man who 
preached that mighty sermon on 
Pentecost, feared, it is not sur- 
prising that many stalwarts of the 
faith in our day are beginning to 
show weakness and are beginning 
to temporize and conform. 

This fear of men is not to be 
shrugged off as of little conse- 
quence. If mighty men of God 
have been swayed by it, it be- 
hooves us all to watch and pray. 
There is no call for cockiness. 
That was Peter’s tragic mistake. 
Maybe you are not afraid of some 
crowds, but there is a certain 
crowd that may prove your Wa- 
terloo. Watch out for it! Only con- 
stant- empowering of the Spirit 
can give you victory. Only a Heav- 
en-inspired, Spirit-empowered and 
Spirit-sustained determination wil] 
keep you true to Christ and His 
Word in this day of godless com- 
promise and pussy-footing. 


IV. Many Chief Rulers Be- 
lieved on Christ, But They 
Feared Lest They Should | 

Be Put Out of the 
Syagogue 
“Nevertheless among: the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; 
but BECAUSE OF THE PHARI- 
SEES they did not confess him, 


lest they should be put out of the 
synagogue” (John 12:42). Yes, 
they believed on Christ— the evi- 
dence was too overwhelming but 
they feared man more than they 
feared God, They had rather stand 
in well with the Pharisees than 
with Christ. “For they loved the 
praise of men more than the 
praise of God’ (vs. 43). 


What a shame that a puny re- 
ligious official can look bigger 
to some men than God Himself! 
These rulers thought more of an 
empty religious institution, the 
Synagogue, than of Christ or God. 
They had rather be members of 
the synagogue than to be mem- 
bers of Christ, and thought more 
of being put out of the synagogue 
than of being put out of Heaven. 

If confessing Christ will get a 
man kicked out of any organiza- 
tion or institution, then the sooner 
he gets kicked out the better! Any 
organization, institution, church, 
club, or social circle that has no 
place for Christ should have no 
room for you. If Christ is on the 
outside, let us not try to stay in 
or get in. “Let us go forth there- 
fore unto Him without the camp, 
bearing His reproach” (Heb. 13: 
13). 


Many people get into trouble 
and become cowards in respect to 
men because they are ambitious to 
move in the wrong circles and 
belong to the wrong institutions. 
In joining such institutions, they 
place themselves in their power, 
and obligate themselves to work 
and fight for them. When you put 
your imterests in such organiza- 
tions, you then fear to do any- 
thing that would jeopardize those 
interests. Your membership, your 
friends within, your investment, 
your standing and your position 
mean much to you. You have in- 
volved yourself in such a way that 
you fear to speak out against the 
corruptions of your organization 
for fear you will be humiliated 
and possibly be regarded as a 
traitor. 


The man of God cannot afford 
to be entangled. He must not be 
tied in his loyalty to any insti- 
tution or movement which will in 
any way hinder or slacken him 
in His full obedience to Christ. 
“No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this 
life; that he MAY PLEASE HIM 
THAT HATH CHOSEN HIM TO 
BE A SOLDIER” (II Tim. 2:4). 
You cannot please a_ worldly 
crowd, even though a “religious” 
crowd, and please Christ at the 
same time. You cannot march to 
the drum beat of earth and the 
drum beat of Heaven at the same 
time. If you try it, you will find 
yourself fearing man and denying 
Christ! You may stay in the syna- 
gogue and find yourself cast out 
of Heaven. 


V. Some Men Who Were Not 
Afraid of the Crowd 


We have now studied several 
instances of fear of men. Now 
notice some men who were NOT 
afraid of the crowd. Saul feared 
the people, but old Samuel did 
not fear to denounce Saul, though 
a king, to his face. He did not fear 
to “hew Agag to pieces.” Pilate 
feared the rabble, but Christ fear- 
lessly witnessed to the same Jews 
about His deity and His future 
coming in the clouds of glory. Al- 
so, He boldly told Pilate he could 
have no power against Him except 
it were given him of His Father 
in Heaven. 

John the Baptist did not fear 
the crowd, religious or secular, 
but denounced religious hypocrites 
as a “generation of vipers.” He 
fearlessty denounced the wicked 
Herod even though he was later 
put in prison and eventually be- 
headed for the same. Stephen did 
not fear the rulers and dignitaries 
who arraigned him but denounced 
them to their faces by declaring, 
“Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always 
resist the Holy Ghost; as your 
fathers did, so do ye” (Acts 7:51). 
He did not fear them though they 


had the power to put him to 


death, and actually did so—by 
stoning him. 

Some people think words are 
cheap—and some of them are in- 
deed—but it is no easy thing to 
speak all the truth in some crowds 
and to some people. This was 
Stephen’s first and last sermon. 
He did not get any compliments, 
but a hail of stones. He did not 
get any converts, so far as we 
know, but he got much cursing. 
He was not in good standing with 
the religious crowd but he was 


in good standing with Jesus. In 
fact, so honored was the Lord by 
his noble stand that the Lord Je- 
sus Christ stood up from His 
throne to honour this noble hero. 
Men cast him out on earth, but 
the Lord graciously received him 
into Heaven. 

And there are many, many oth- 
er instances of the greatest of 
bravery on the part of God’s serv- 
ants. Only Heaven itself can re- 
veal. the bravery and daring of 
men of God in all ages who have 
declared the full truth at tre- 
mendous cost to themselves. We 
have such men today, though their 
number is far less than it should 
be. Will you not be one to “follow 
in their train’’? 


VI. Why We Need Not, Should 
Not Fear the Crowd 


Let me conclude this sermon by 
giving a few pertinent reasons why 
we should not and need not fear 
the crowd: 1. They cannot harm 
us. “Fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul...” (Matt. 10:28). 


2. They have no real power over 
us (John 19:11). 


3. “He that is in us is greater 
than he that is in the world” (I 
John 4:4), 


4. The opinion of the crowd, if 
contrary to the Word, and it 
usually is, is of no value (Jer. 8:9; 
1 Cor; .1:19; eal). 


o. They are not our judges (I 
Cor. 4:3, 4)). We do not have to 
answer to them, but to God. 

6. They cannot truly reward us 
if we obey them. They can neither 


save us nor damn us (Isa. 51:12, 


13). 

7. Any seeming advantages they 
may offer are trivial in compari- 
son with the rewards God offers 
us (Eccles. 2:10, 11; Mark 8:36). 

8. Even a whole lifetime of hap- 
piness here is as a drop in the 
bucket compared to the vast and 
eternal pleasures extended to us 
by the Lotd (I Pet. 1:24, Dan. 12: 
3, Matt. 13:43). 

9. God will not be outdone in 
giving or rewarding. No matter 
what our stand may cost, His re- 
wards are infinitely greater than 
our sacrifices (Luke 18:29, 30). 

10. The smile of Christ’s ap- 
proval and His ‘well done” when 
we meet Him are worth more to 
us than all the favor and advan- 
tages the world could ever offer, 
and His smile will repay us for 
their frowns. 

O God, give us true boldness in 
speaking thy Word, and may we 
fear neither our friends nor our 
enemies, secular or religious, and 
may we keep our eyes solely up- 
on Thee! “And now, Lord, behold 
their threatenings; and grant unto 
thy servants, that with ALL 
BOLDNESS they may speak thy 
word” (Acts 4:29).
